The first objection to women in silks has been answered fully p 
the enthusiasm for successful women’s races in England Principal} 
over hurdies or flat courses and certainly by an exceptionally succean 
ful race at Radnor on October 25th on the flat, ladies up. A mixture 
of the sexes on the other hand seems a particularly unfortunate com- 
bination, unnecessary as a mixed wrestling bout and about as difficult 
to handle. The fact that hunt meetings often have trouble securin, 
enough good riders is good and sufficient reason to broaden the rules 
to include permission to license lady jocks for ladies’ races, at hunt 
meetings, if such an enlargement of the present rules was felt neces- 
sary. The splendid showing women are making in horsemanship in 
every other competitive affair, almost makes a consideration of their 
eligibility to race, mandatory. All in all, the ladies have won their 
spurs in horsemanship and deserve the right to wear silks. Need one 
ask if such races would fill! 
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LADIES IN SILKS 





Ladies in silks! There is something very glamorous to the idea 
although letting down the bars and permitting women to take out 
jockey licenses is certainly a horse of a different color. How does 
one create a ladies’ race and still not set in motion the unorthodox, 
although not unknown, proposition of licensed lady jocks? The ans- 
were is comparatively simple. Keep the ladies at hunt meetings and 
have their race, the piece de resistance, to be run at the end of the 
last official event on the carded program and as the Special of the 
afternoon. 

Around the big tracks there are only one or two girls galloping 
horses, none who own jockey licenses although it is this department’s 
understanding that Miss Judy Johnson, now training very success- 
fully for Thomas Mott, once held a jockey’s license from the Mary- 
land Racing’Commission. Suffice to say, there is in reality no need to 
card ladies’ races at any of the big tracks. The 7-8 races fill well and 
there are enough professionals to go around without attempting to 
brine out the feminine contingent for what is generally conceded to 
be a man’s business except for the very few whose determination to 
make a career out of racing exceeds all other considerations. Such 
girls are few and far between. ; 

In the amateur field, however, it is not a question of a general 
paucity of interest but instead of a-plethora of genuine enthusiasm 
among good riding young women looking for new worlds to conqueor. 
If it is agreed that racing at the hunt meetings is the acme of amateur 
competitive sport with Thoroughbred horses, then hunting, showing, 
point-to-points, hunter trials all are preparatory and elemental com- 
pared to racing Thoroughbreds over flagged courses. In practice, 
though, the horse that can win in a hunter trial, show or in a point- 
to-point, is good timber for racing at the hunt meetings and in fact, 
correspondingly so must be his rider. 

Hunt meetings are stepping down more and more to draw their 
new prospects from out of the hunting and show ranks.* Steeple- 
chasing has come aborning from this group since the sport between 
the flags began and without the hunting field there would be small 
reason to race horses over jumps. In fact it is pretty safe to assume, 
the sport would die. Instead it is flourishing and in the preparatory 
circles, girls, not men, are doing most of the riding. This is spoken 
advisedly and only after considerable observation. In the average 
hunting field, girls are far and away in the majority. It is no unusual 
occurrence to see a Master on a week day with no other male in the 
field but his Huntsman and his Whips. At point-to-points the ladies’ 
race is often the easiest to fill while at horse shows women are out 
riding the men three to one and outriding means not only in strength 
of numbers but in ribbons won. It may be that women have taken 
over in the show ring because men have not the time from their of- 
fices, but in actual practicé, they are riding more effectively than 
the men. ‘ 

But to turn to racing, should women make this extra step, and 
follow their Thoroughbreds on up the ladder of fame to the real 
competition for which the Thoroughbred was bred. The skeptic will 
say absolutely not. Because (a) A woman cannot control horses 
racing. (b) It is not in the rules. (c) Women’s place is on the side- 
lines at a race meeting for the good and sufficient reason that that is 
where they belong. Of the three, the last is probably the hardest to

Hunting With The Quansett Hounds

Fifteen Couple With Many Young 
Hounds Showing Good Sport For 
Huntsman Gill In Opening Hunts 





For many years, William Almy 
has bred his own hounds for fox 
alone at Quansett, and the pack this 
year must seem the answer to a 
huntsman’s dream. Quansett hounds 
have long been known for their fine 
ery, but this season, they are a hunt- 
ing machine. The fifteen couple in- 
clude many young hounds, but they 
are incredibly keen, and will work 
a fox as few large packs can. In the 
absence of the Master, hounds have 
been out twice a week with first 
Whipper-in James Gill hunting the 
hounds and Morton Gill whipping to 
him. Fields have been small as it 
has been early hunting, but Mrs 
William Almy, Miss Audrey Almy, 
Milton Travers and Miss Mabel 
Owen have been out regularly. 

Wed., Sept. 17. Hounds left the 
kennels at 7:00 A. M. and were 
thrown in north of Bayard Tucker- 
man’s. It was a very poor scenting 
morning as we have had no rain in 
weeks and the country is bone dry. 
After working north to  Pettey’s 
with little result, we crossed in back 
of Small’s Dairy, where hounds 
found a cold track going north. It 
was complete pleasure to watch the 
pack work it out, literally foot by 
foot. After nearly three-quarters of 
an hour, they pushed him up and 
made a fast circle farther to the 
north. The underbrush was very 
thick which gave hounds added dif- 


ficulty, but they worked him well 
before putting him underground 


shortly after 10 o’clock. 

Wed. Oct. 1. Since receiving some 
complaint about a marauding fox in 
Waldo’s, hounds met there at 7:30 
A. M. We hardly had a chance to get 
over the wall onto a ride, when 
hounds were gone away in full cry. 
They pushed him hard north along 
the river nearly to Russell’s Mills, 
when he turned sharply west, cross- 
ing the road. There was a strong 
wind, and it was difficult to follow 
hounds, but for twenty minutes, we 
had to gallop hard, and the cry of 
that pack could have been heard in 
a hurricane Working along’ the 
ridge near Division Road, scent be- 
came rapidly poorer as the day wor2 


on, and the huntsman decided to 
eall it a day at eleven o’clock. 

Wed. Oct. 8. There was a very 
heavy ground fog and dew this 
morning, the kind of a day when 
you know you will need the heart 
and foot of a Thoroughbred horse 
to stay with hounds. Hunting the 
west side of Horseneck Road, the 


pack stepped onto a fox behind Joe 
Childs’ farm. Scent lay as if it had 
been poured on, and hounds ever 
lastingly pushed their fox, duck and 
swing as he might. We had over two 
hours of nearly solid galloping and 
solid fences, and what admiration i 
had left over from the way hounds 


ran, went to my mare—a green 4- 
year-old, and only 14.1, she weni 
like a veteran. When we stopped 


hunting at noon riders and horses 
were exhausted and shoeless, but 
hounds would have hunted a ghost 
fox, they were so keen. 

Sat., Oct. 11. Back to Waldo’s 
again, but with the aid of a heavy 
dew. Hounds jumped what musi 
have been the same fox we had up 
ten days ago, as he ran the same 
line. He was viewed crossing the 
road, a splendid big fox, and there 
ensued over an hour’s hard running, 
through the center of Quansett 
country, until he went to ground in 
his home covert. It continues’ to 
amaze everyone how fast the pack 
can work a fox, as the country ‘’s 
still dust-dry. There were visitors 


this morning, Mrs. Grandin How 


ard from Groton, Mass., on he: 
Ballerina, and Miss Mary Lawrence, 
also from Groton, mounted on Mrs 
Gilbert Fernandez’ big mare Ven- 
turess. 

Wed. Oct. 15. Since midday hunt- 
ing will begin next week, hounds 


left the kennels at 9 o’clock, going 
down behind Patrick Sweeney’s. We 
found a fox very quickly, but he was 
loathe to leave the swamp. Afte: 
making three large circuits of the 
woods, it became evident to the fox, 
that he had to leave immediately o1 
lose his brush. Setting his mask for 
the earth north of Bayard Tucker- 
man’s, he went underground nearly 
in hounds’ teeth, with the good 
bitch ‘“‘Daughter”’ in the hole nearly 
to her stern. It was exactly an houi 
and ten minutes from the first cry. 
and there could have been no checks 
longer than a moment or two. 

The hunting so far augers well 
for the finest season this sporting 
pack has had for several years. The 
mange epidemic would seem over. 
as the foxes viewed so far have beei: 
in splendid running condition. Cre- 
dit must be given to James Gill, as 
he is kennel huntsman as well as 
whipper-in and the entire pack has a 
bloom and condition that is rare this 
early in the season. There are a 
number of stout, strong-running fox- 
es, but when rain and frost improve 
scenting conditions, a fox will need 
all his wiles and speed to save his 
brush from Mr. Almy’s pack. .. ..

This year she 
made a pretty picture riding side 
saddle and keeping up with the en- 
tire field over all jumips and when 
the going was rough), Raymond Un- 
gerer, Morris Adams and_ guest, 
Dave McGuckin, Larry Glenn, Roy 
Loller, George Wooley, Bruce Mii- 
ler, Mr. Nealy, Joe Maloney, Steve 
Bowland, and John Reeves. A num- 
ber of members followed the hunt 
by car, including Dr. Preece, Edith 
Mellor, Eddie Marshall and Tom 
Ambridge. 

Hounds were cast in Mr. Hulme’s 
woods and at once started a large 
red which went away very fast, cir- 
cling left through Mr. Wood’s woods 
to Governor’s Road. Again he bore 
to the left through Mr. Strawbridge's 
woods, then breaking through open 
country down to Mrs. Smith’s, where 
he again turned left short of Davis 
Grove Road, passing through the 
covert from which he was sprung. 


I'wice again he ran the same circle, 
holing up in Mr. Strawbridge’s 
woods. 45 minutes of very fast run- 
ning with scarcely a check. Hounds 
were quite well packed together and 
our pilot was but 20 feet in front 
of the lead hounds for part of the 
second circle. Due to heavy fog and 
the extreme speed of fhis run, but 
few members of the field were abl: 
to stay with it at all. 

We then crossed the creek and 
drew Mrs. Lewis’ woods blank, The 
next draw was through Mr. Morses 
woods and the Master, Adele Paxson 
und Billy Nash viewed a red fox 
which had been pushed out of the 
woods onto Gravel Road. The fox 
circled around the road three times 
and jumped back in the woods. 
Hounds were blown on the line but 


could not work it for very long ase 
the dew burned out and it became 
very hot. Called off at 10:30 o’clock 


and hounds roaded nicely back to 
Mr. Hulme’s barn.

Pre- 
vailing dryness of ground helped by 
heavy dew. Quite foggy. Scenting 
good. Hunted 10 1-2 couple. Whip-

Marge Norris and Ed Taylor’s guest, 
Dr. Bowman. 

Drew Ungerer’s woods from east 
corner and started a very large red. 
Ed Taylor had a bad fall in the 
woods when his horse hit wire but 
recovered and went on. The line 
was parallel to Jacksonville Road 
and hounds worked it carefully for 
a mile and a half, when the fox cir- 
cled and backtracked. At this point 
we were going very fast and the fox 
was first viewed. Back to Ungerer’s 
woods and then out on a line paral- 
lel to Poor House Road for two 
miles, the fox again circling and 
backtracking. Here there was some 
exceptionally beautiful work on the 
part of Dock. The,yfox had messed 
up the line by slipping through a 
cow pasture and she picked it up 
after several fine casts. Back to 
Ungerer’s woods and then out to 
the north. 

Our Huntsman narrowly escaped 
a bad fall when Fancyman topped 
and broke a heavy 4 foot barway in 
Ungerer’s pasture. Alice Stocklin’s 
horse went down here after negoti- 
ating the same barway, when his leg 
caught in wire, but she was sooi 
up with us again. The line then went 
through the old Hunt property, on 
through Heinecke’s, then down the 
creek to Traymore Road and on up 
to Mr. Graves’ woods, where the 
fox made three wide circles. It was 
then 10:30 and hounds had been 
running hardly without a check for 
2 1-2 hours. Four couple were blown 
in and roaded back to the hound 
truck. Most of the rest were found 


in Ungerer’s woods, to which the 
fox again backtracked. 


It was a wonderful morning. A 
fine running fox, good hound work 
and very fast going. Started 1 red 
fox.

Due to the lateness in bringing 
the horses from pasture it was de- 
cided to hunt the hounds a few. times 
on foot. The new entry this season 
consist of Walker hounds sired by 
Hi-Doctor III out of Buzzard Wing 
pitches and we are especially anxi- 
ous to see how hounds bred on fash- 
jonable ‘‘field trial’’ blood lines wili 
work in a pack. 

Monday, September 29 we met 
at the Kennels and we had & very 
clear cool morning for the first day 
of hunting hounds on foot. The pro- 
jonged dry spell made us apprehen- 
sive of scenting conditions which 
later proved to be justified. Hounds 
were cast at the Bennett Stable Site 
and hunted toward “Stillpond ; 
They found near the new bank jump 
and carried him into Hay’s Hallow 
where scenting conditions becan: 
very sketchy and remained so the 
rest of the morning. 

The early morning exercise made 
us enjoy a hunt breakfast a couple 
of hours later. The Field said they 
enjoyed seeing the hounds hunt and 
said that following on foot was not 


so bad—in fact, several asked for 
additional hunts on foot. 
Tuesday, October 7 we met at 


the “Cotton Patch” in the rain and 
again all the followers were on foot 
and strange as it seems were delight- 
ed to get wet as it has been weeks 
since we have had rain. Hounds 
were cast near the big house and 
hunted toward Boiler Field, not 
making a sound. We then turned 
and hunted hounds up toward “‘Still- 
pond” but even our most dependable 
yalley failed to produce a scent oi 
a fox. It remained so all morning. 

Hounds worked very well for us, 
the new entry—the Walker hounds, 
hunted well as a pack but even our 
old trusty Crowder could not own a 
line this day. The heavy rain during 
the night with the high wind must 
have completely eliminated scent. 

The followers on foot besides the 
Joint Masters were Mr. and Mrs. 
George D. Wick, Jr., George S. Bran- 
non, Cary L. Page (the first Master 
of the Sedgefield Hunt, having pur- 
chased a farm in the ‘‘Valley”’ will 
hunt with us this season). In addi- 
tion we had the out of town visitors 
of the “Cotton Patch—Mr. and Mrs.

Hunt Breakfast followed at the 
Donalds. 

October 8 we left the Kennels at 
3 P. M. in the rain. It was quite 
warm and seemed as if the rain 
would continue. 

Hounds were cast near ‘“‘Granny’s”’ 
and worked up through the bottoms 
without any marked success, find- 
ing only old trails. After hunting 
almost to the old Kennels we cross- 
ed the creek and cast toward the

The five performances 
of the show drew capacity crowds 
to the coliseum at the State Fair 
Grounds. Ideal “Indian summer’ 
weather proved an asset and was in 
part responsible for the record at- 
tendance. Ticket sales were spon- 
gored by two local saddle clubs, the 
Lincoln Saddle Horse Club and the 
galt Creek Wranglers. Secretary and 
apnouncer, and the ‘‘fpower behing 
the scenes’, was Jack King of Lin- 
coln. 

The hunter and jumper division 
proved to be a popular feature of 
the show, particularly the outdoor 
j-mile hunt course laid out on the 
infield of the race track in front of 
the grandstand. This outside hunt 
course is the first to be used in 
Nebraska for class competition, ali 
previous events being limited to 
ring courses. Twelve hunters com- 
peted for the hunt trophy in the 
outdoor event. A totai of 26 horses 
and 17 different riders competed 
jn one or More of the six classes of 
the entire hunter and jumper divi- 
sion. These classes were judged by 
Lt. Col. Edward Scherrer and Capt. 
Jonathan R. Burton of the U. S. 
Army Cavalry School, Fort Riley, 
Kansas. 

The outstanding horse in the 
hunter and jumper’ division was 
Grey Hockle, owned by Miss Nancy 
Townsend of St. Louis, Mo. This 
Thoroughbred mare placed 3rd _ ii 
both hunt classes, was winner of the 
modified olympic course, and 4th 
in the stake class. She was ridden 
by her owner over the inside hunt 
course, thus qualifying herself as 
a ladies’ hunter as well as being a 
capable jumper when ridden by her 
trainer, Joe Mackey, Jr., over the 
rugged jumper courses. This mare 
further proved her quality and ver- 
satility when she placed 4th in an 
open saddle pair class ridden by 
her owner and paired with Rhap- 
sody, another grey Thoroughbred, 
tidden by Claude Coons. Grey Hock- 
le has a brilliant future predicted 
for her. 

Top money winner of the division 
was Plainsman, owned by Frank E. 
Busch, Kansas City, and shown by 
Joe Mackey, Jr. Plainsman won the 
trophy in the mile hunt course and 
Placed 4th on the inside hunt 
course. He is a big bay Thorough- 
bred gelding, an honest performer 
over hunt courses. 

Top horse over the jump courses 
was the veteran, Sonny Boy, owned 
and shown by John Boomer of Lin- 


coln. He won both the triple bar 
event and the Stake. Sonny has been 
a winner in jump classes for many 
years and although not registered, 
he has the heart and ability. The 
little bay gelding promises to keep 
on winning classes for many more 
years. 

Another jumper

King Checkers, another veteran 
over jump courses which has con- 
sistently won ribbons for his own- 
er for some years. In the Colonial 
Court Farm show, he placed 3rd in 
the triple bar and stake, and 4th in 
the Modified Olympic course. Check- 
ers is owned by the Ackerman Stab- 
les of Lincoln, and was trained by 
Rollo E. Ackerman. 

A newcomer to the shows _ this 
year is the registered Thoroughbred, 
Silnor’s King, a gelding out of Sil-

Armed’s Assignment In The Special At 
Pimlico Too Tough After Year’s Hard 


Campaigning All Over

The result of the Pimlico Special, 
run on Friday of the past week and 
distinctively its event, while a sur- 
prise to the rank and file in that it 
prought the defeat of Armed, he 
running third to Fervent (his stable 
companion ) and Cosmic Bomb, was 
not so to us. 

The great gelding has had a long 
and exhausting campaign, which 
comprised 16 previous races and 
during which he had, so to speak, 
poxed the compass geographically. 
After a series of brilliant perfor- 
mances in Florida through the win- 
ter and early s)ring, he was flown 
to California to compete in the 
$100,000 Santa Anita Handicap (in 
which he ran unplaced for the only 
time during the season), then re- 
turned to Florida to resume activity 
there during the later spring, after 
which he put in a very busy summer 
at Chicago, which he followed by 1 
concluding late fall campaign in 
the East. 

As one reviews his performances 
one wonders at the durability he 
has exhibited considering the calls 
made upon him. The lowest weight 
he has carried has been 126 lbs., on 
three occasions—in his other 14 
starts he has shouldered from 129 
to 132 lbs., and the former weight 
on but two occasions. He has run 
in very fast time and has been op- 
posed by the pick of the country. 
That he should stale off at length 
—just as he did a year ago—is not 
at all surprising. 

Moreover, in the Special he was 
meeting two colts that had shown 
their ability to hold their own with 


im. 

The Special is a race of a mile and 
three-sixteenths, which has been 
fixed because of the desire not to 
start the horses on a turn, the Pim- 
lico track being a regulation mite 


and by cutting down the distance 
it was possible to start them at the 
head of the home stretch. 

If we take a mile and a quarter, 
approximately the same_ distance 
and one which has come to be con- 
ventional in most of our big-money 
events for three-year-olds and up- 
wards, as a yard-stick, we will find 
that the best performance of Armed 
over that route was in 2:01, under 
130 lbs., in the Washington Park 
Handicap of 1946 at Chicago. Also 
in 1946 he took up 130 Ibs. and rae 
Historian to a head in the Arling- 
ton Handicap in precisely the same 
time. 

Turning to the records of Fervent 
and Cosmic Bomb, we find that at 
Washington Park, this past sum- 
mer, in the American Derby, they 
finished necks apart, over the same 
distance, in 2:00 3-5. On that oc- 
casion, as three-year-olds, in a stake 
for the age, they carried 118 lbs. 
each. 

In the Pimlico Special, an _ all- 
aged weight-for-age event as a six- 
year-old Armed was carrying 126 
lbs., or four lbs. off his weight in 
his two great performances above- 
cited, while Fervent and Cosmic 
Bomb were each carrying 120 Ibs., 
or two pounds more than in the 
American Derby. 

Figuring—as we logically may 
that in the late fall of his three- 
vear-old form, if in good condition, 
a ‘“‘classic’’ three-year-old lacks lit- 
tle if any of equaling in ability an 
older horse, it was therefore appar- 
ent that Armed had a tough assign- 
ment upon his hands to win the 
Special. Particularly as there was 
an ‘off’? track, reckoned about two 
seconds slow. 

As between Fervent and Cosmic 
Bomb, their American Derby form

Empire’s Opening Finds Stymie Uncertain 
Quantity; Belmont Plans Complete For 
Large Recreation Hall Behind Park

The melancholy days and drear 
certainly had set in when Empire 
City opened its final meeting of the 
year at Jamaica. The old fireplaces 
that are so popular a memory of the 
more leisurely and, perhaps, happier 
days of pre-war racing at Yorkers 
could very well have been used for 
more practical purposes than stir- 
ring nostalgia. After the amazing 
luck of Jamaica’s own closing meei- 
ing, when August like days succeed. 
ed one another, the sudden, chill 
wind and rains of the first few days 
at Empire’s meeting were almost 
brutal. 

Stymie, An Uncertain Quantity 

That, and the fact that a good 
many had already begun shipping 
south, made for a melancholy open- 
ing, but the first Saturday found 
the sun out once more, some excel- 
lent racing and a very healthy crowd 
which included the bright uniforms 
of the foreign jumping teams on 
hand for the national horse show. 
It also saw the return to his indif- 
ferent form of the recent past by 
Stymie, who will probably be an un- 
certain quantity now for the rest of 
his racing career, and a pleasingly, 
improved race by the veteran Gai- 
lorette. The race, the Scarsdale 
Handicap at a mile and a sixteenth, 
was won by With Pleasure in a good 
performance. Fi 

Stymie may have contributed a 
bit to the failure of Gallorette to 
catch With Pleasure, for it seemed 
Eric Guerin came back too far and 
waited too long for Stymie to start 
running. He never did turn it on 
on the final turn as he had in the 
Jamaica feature the previous Satur: 
day. 
With Pleasure has been a steadily 
consistent one through the _ year 
though never attaining anything like 
sensational stature for some reason 
It had been generally supposed he 


could not do much beyond the mile 
and it seemed he was tiring at the 
close, but he hasn't been out otf 
money once in 14 starts this 
only once as far back as third place 

Stymie, it appears at this writing, 
will race at least two times mote at 
Empire’s meeting, probably 
Westchester at a mile and three six- 
teenths on the final Saturday of the 
year and again in the long, two and 
a sixteenth mile Daingerfield on 
closing day, November 11. It wi'}, 
apparently, be impossible to guaze 
what he may do, for he certainly 
has become moody. 

This prompted one of the visiting 
horse show figures, the popular 
Dan Corry, captain of Irelaud's 
team, to ask whether he hadn’t been 
run too often. He has been cam- 
paigned more than any other really 
great stake horse—and Stymie cer- 
tainly is a great one—except fExter- 
minator. But, on the other hand. 1e 
has always been sound, never really 
taken a lame step and never been 
sick. He has always seemed to enjoy 
work until recently and it seems to 
this writer, anyway, that if a raee 
horse stays sound and shows signs 
of enjoying himself, there’s no real 
reason for laying him up. 

It is Hirsch Jacobs’ plan now to 
race him one more season in the 
hope he may be the first inillion 
dollar winner of the turf. Since it 
seems highly likely purses will re- 
main at their present high level for 
at least another year, the chances 
are pretty strong Stymie wiil do it. 
He’ll go to Jack Skinner's Virgimia 
place again for another winter of 
loafing and simple living which 
seems to agree so well with him.

MAN O’WAR 

Without a question Man o’War 
was the greatest living figure of the 
past century. No statesman, scien- 
tist, musician, churchman or war- 
rior has quite captivated world re- 
gard as Man o’War did. He changed 
the thought of a man o’war from a 
battleship to a horse, a great horse, 
a distinguished representation of 
the good and best things in a happy 
world accustomed to worthwhile liv- 
ing. A nonpareil in competition, un- 
surpassed at stud, he was a glorious 
and heroic personage in retirement. 
Surely his might and eminence will 
increase as year follows year. 

Soon after Man o’War was born 
on March 17th, 1917, it became evid- 
ent to his preeder and owner, Augus! 
Belmont, that the chestnut suckling 
had in store an exceptionally bril- 
liant future. For certain'reasons, Mr. 
Belmont decided to sell his yearlings 
of 1918 and considered retaining 
“little Red’’ from the dispersal. He 
was, however, induced to include the 
colt in the sale, and Samuel Riddles 
made the extremely fortunate pur- 
chase of him for $5000. 

Up to the time he made his first 
start, at Belmont Park on June 6th, 
1919, men and women of the race 
track were praising the fine 2-year- 
old filly, Bonnie Mary, who had won 
the Fashion and Juvenile in her 
first two starts. But on this date, 
with Johnny Loftus in the saddle, 
Man o’War turned in the first of 
twenty one high class performances, 
drawing away from his field after 
the flag fell to win in a canter by 
six lengths. It must have been evi- 
fent immediately that no colt on 
filly belonged on the same _ track 
with him, People thought so. Some- 
times horses who had run againsi 
him refused to come back to be un- 
saddled until Man o’War had been 
led away. t 

He held five American records at 
distances from one mile to 1 5-8ths. 
He still holds the world’s records for 
1 3-8ths and 1 5-8ths. He won a 
race by 200 lengths. He could, and 
did, go the first 1-8th in 10 seconds. 
He once ran away with his exercise 
boy and was clocked for a 1-4 mile 
in the fastest time ever known. Such 
was Man o’War. Is it any wonder his 
opponents feared him? 

His foals have won $3,000,000. 
Before 1926, his sire, Fair Play, held 
the American money winning record 
for get of sire, with the sum of 
$296,204. The world’s record had 
been established at $378,535 in 
Stockwell. In this year, however, 
Man o’War had out the leading 3- 
year-old in Crusader, supported by 
Mars and Edith Cavell, and the 
champion 2-year-old of both sexes, 
Scapa Flow, with the fine producer- 
to-be, Frilette, runner-up for 2- 
year-old filly honors. When the 
year’s racing was over, Man o’War’s 
get had won the amazing total of 
$408,137. He sired many champions, 
beginning with the leading 3-year- 
old, Crusader, from his first crop 
to the undefeated master of the 3- 
year-olds of 1937, War Admiral. 

Man o’War was a fighter for his 
more than thirty years on earth. His 
doctors say most horses would have 
succumbed a week before he did. 
They were prepared to put him tc 
sleep twenty four hours before he 
died, but Man o’War was a cham 
pion and refused to lose that one. He 
was victorious to the end. Death did 
not beat him—his heart just stop- 
ped. Will Harbut, who has had his 
stall bedded down in heaven since 
October 3rd, knew him better than 
anyone else. He used to say, “The 
name of this horse is Manna War. 
He is the best horse that ever lived. 
There ain’t never been nothing like 
him—and there ain't ever gonna be”’. 


ORME SON OF *ORMONDE 

Do you know of a better race re 
cord for a horse who was beaten fou1 
times than that of Orme’s, the son 
of *Ormonde and the sister to St. 
Simon, Angelica; and the sire of 
Flying Fox and Orby. He started 
eighteen times, winning fourteen, 
was 2nd thrice and 4th in the St. 
Leger. His only defeat at 2 was by 
a 4-year-old. He won six of eight 
starts as a 3-year-old, being beaten 
once by a length and a half and the 
other time in the St. Leger. In this 
latter race, so the story goes, Orme’s 
owner heard that his jockey, George 


Barrett, had been approached by 
persons financially interested in hav- 
ing the horse lose and in the pad- 
dock accused Barrett, who had no 
intention of throwing the race, of 
planning to do so. This so incensed 
the innocent rider that he lost ali 
sense of judgment and pace, whip- 
ping Orme away from the post in this 
upwards of a mile and 3-4 classic 
The bewildered colt was used up in 
the early running, having nothing 
left for the stretch, the race being 
won by his stable-mate, the great 
filly, La Fleche. His only other los- 
ing effort was in-his last race in 
which he broke down, finishing sec- 
ond. 


OPEN FOR SPORT 

One week day when we were at 
Laurel there were two races with 
small fields, one of six and the other 
of five entries. However the track 
management kept the ‘“‘show’”’ win- 
dows open. We have seen other 
tracks prohibit show betting with 
larger fields. Typical of those in 
charge at Laurel, headed by Harry 
Parr as president, was Dave Wood’s 
comment, “‘Some people own a track 
just to make money. We run ours 
for sport’’. This is the same outfit 
which conducts the affairs at Pim.- 
lico and Timonium and explains why 
horsemen and patrons are so en- 
thusiastic about those meetings. 


TOM CROMWELL'S CHEVALIER 

For those in search of a young 
stallion prospect, we pass on the in- 
formation that Tom Cromwell has a 
beautifully bred 4-year-old for sale 
in Chevalier, who is by the leading 
sire, *Blenheim II out of the 2-year- 
old winner, Perfect Dear. She is by 
another leading sire (of winners and 
of broodmares), *Sir Gallahad III. 
Perfect Dear is out of Ethel Dear, 
thus is a half-sister to the stakes 


winners, New Deal and Mountain 
Ridge. 
GERALD WEBB MEMORIAL 


The last hunt meetings of the 
year will be held at Middleburg and 
Montpelier, in that order. Montpelier 
has carded two timber races, two on 
the flat and one over brush. Middle- 
burg’s feature will be the Gerald B. 
Webb Memorial over timber which 
the Middleburg Committee has card- 
ed in honor of the late gentleman 
rider who did so much for timber 
racing in his short lifetime. The ‘‘gei 
away” meet for steeplechasers is an- 
nually at Montpelier and is made up 
of flat, hurdle and brush races, two 
of each, featured by the Noel Laing 
Steeplechase Handicap of 2 1-2 miles 
over brush with $3000 added. Bring 
a fur coat and an appetite. 


BUYING AND SELLING 

The Horsce and Mule Association 
say there are around 7,251,000 hors- 
es on farms in the United States. An 
interesting item they mention is 
that the difference between the oats 
you sell and the oats you buy from 
a dollars and cents basis amounts to 
4 cents per horse per day, figured 
at 11 quarts. 


KING COLE'S CHILDREN 

Old King Cole was a merry oid 
soul—and the sons and daughters 
of the present King Cole seem to 
take after that legenday figure. 
They are, in the main, perfectly will 
ing to take things easily, which is 
not an attitude believed to make 
friends with their owners and train- 
ers on the race track. In horse talk 
they may call for their pipe and call 
for their bowl’ but what they deserve 
and get is something else indeed. 
The “J” stem of the Maloney tree, 
sometimes known as ‘the Warren- 
ton branch’’, have what appears to 
be the best King Cole to date—the 
colt, Big If. That good filly of 1940 
and 1941, Nasca by *Rosolio and out 
of Tinita by ‘*Hourless, produced 
him, and, as-a matter of fact, both 
Nasca and Big If were bred by the 
master of Montpelier Manor at 
Laurel, Maryland, Breckinridge 
Long. Nasca won the Spinaway Stak- 
es, was 3rd in the C. C. A. Oaks to 
Level Best and Dark Discovery and 
earned $20,100 in the days of low 
purses, She was a hard hitting filly, 
perhaps the source of Big If’s cour- 
age, an attribute not customary in 
the get of King Cole. Big If got his 
first stakes score in the 1 1-16th

VALUE FOR QUALITY 

A side-light of last year’s Sara- 
toga Sales averages has arrived from 
Tyson Gilpin, president of the Fasig- 
Tipton Co. Although Keeneland’s 
averages were higher, it is generally 
agreed that the market was strons- 
est at Saratoga. However, here are 
some figures which Mr. Gilpin re- 
veals comparing 1946 and 1947 sal- 
es at the Spa. Last year there were 
40 yearlings out of stakes winning 
or stakes producing mares which 
brought an average of $11,200. la 
this year’s sales there were 63 year- 
lings in this category (an increase 
of about 50 percent) and this group 
brought an average of $10,927, a 
decrease of only 2.4 percent. As he 
says, this shows rather conclusively 
that yearlings from good class stock 
will be the last to fall off in value 
in a declining market. For years we 
have preached the same theory, al- 
though not always practicing it, 
adding that the stud fee to a stal- 
lion is one of the most worthless 
things to consider when figuring out 
your matings. At our farm, with 
never more than four yearlings to 
sell each year, we estimate it costs 
$1500 for each yearling sold, ex- 
clusive of the stud fee. We have 
never lost money on a yearling by a 
sire whose fee was $1000 or more. 


SIXTEENTH PIMLICO CUP 

The stake a day, and two a day 
on Saturdays, Pimlico meeting 
closes next Thursday the 13th with 
the 16th running of the Pimlico Cup. 
This we gotta see. Exterminator won 
the first three offerings in 1919, 
1920 and 1921 and held the record 
for the stake until Edith Cavell 
came along in 1928 to lower the 
time to 3:52 1-5 which stood until 
the distance for the stakes was rais- 
ed to 2 1-2 miles two years ago. 
Stymie won this running with 120 
Ibs. in 4:35 1-5 and *Rico Monte 
took 10 seconds less to win it last 
year. It may interest you to know 
that there have been only two 3- 
year-olds to capture this event, Edith 
Cavell when she won it the firsi 
time and made her record time, and 
Megogo. Five 3-year-olds have been 
2nd and five more placed 3rd.

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Succession of Various Theories In Mating 
Thoroughbreds Places More Emphasis 
Now On Racing Records 





Alexander Mackay-Smith 


4 fortnight ago we showed what 
pooks to turn to and how to use 
them in looking up the racing re- 

rd of a race horse. This week we 
ts the same thing as far as looking 
> the pedigree is concerned. 

At the outset we might mention 
that, at the present time, there ‘s 
one school of thought, of which J. 
4, Estes, Editor of the Blood Horse, 
ig probably the most vocal member, 
which tends to minimize pedigree 
js compared with race record. These 
gentlemen maintain that if an ani- 
mal was a great race horse he is 
likely to make a great stallion, no 
matter what his pedigree. — 

As a matter of fact the history of 
thoroughbred breeding has been 
marked by a succession of theories 
as to what is all-important in pro- 
ducing fast horses. In the early days 
the sire was given the major shar3 
of credit for his offsprings’ excel- 
jence. Then along came Bruce Lowe 
in the 1890’s and started a move: 
ment toward giving greater import- 
ance to the dam. In the early part 
of this century yearlings were 
pought almost entirely on the basis 
of pedigree. People looked at cata- 
Jogues rather than at conformation. 
Then the pendulum began to swing 
toward make and shape and the colts 
had to do a lot more parading in 
front of the sales barns. At the pre- 
gent time racing record is “the 
thing’. A movement which is just 
starting is to give more weight to 
nutrition. Yearlings from well fer- 
tiised farms are being sought after 
by certain discriminating buyers. 
Before long we shall certainly see 
this aspect stressed in advertising 
copy. 

Diersing to our muttons, how- 
ever, What about the importance of 
pedigree? Does it really matter or 
is it just a mental exercise for the 
pundits? In answering this question 
let us remember what it is we ask 
of a stallion. Assuming that he has 
been a top race horse,—and most 
horses which are kept entire fall 
within that category—we ask mere 
ly that he should transmit this rac- 
ing ability to his progeny. How are 
we to determine in advance the 
chances of a given stallion to trans- 
nit speed and to transmit it consis- 
tently. Are we to rely on the horse's 
speed record alone. Or are we to 
rely in addition on the record of hi= 
family for transmitting speed? 

As a matter of fact there is no 
factor which we can afford to eg- 
lect in selecting race horses, neither 
male lines, female lines, conforma- 
tion, race record, pedigree, nutri- 
tion or handling. A short head is 
often all the distance that separates 
greatness from mediocrity on the 
track. Every factor that can con- 
tribute even a few inches at the 
finish line must be considered and 
sought after. 

Pedigree—the family record for 
transmitting speed—certainly can 
not be neglected. If a stallion’s fam- 


iy has consistently transmitted 
speed, his chances for doing the 
same thing are certainly greater 


than those of another stallion, no 
matter how great his racing record, 
whose family has failed, for sever- 
al generations, to produce any other 
first-class horse. : 
A chain is no stronger than its 
Weakest link and a pedigree is no 
stronger than its weakest member. 
In almost all pedigrees it is the sis- 
ters that are weak, the mares in 
the tail female line. The stallions 
in the pedigree and their dams are 
Usually all right. In general only 
the best race horses from the best 
families make stallions good enough 
to leave any considerable number 
of descendants in the stud book. 
The weakness lies generally in 
the female line,—the dam, the grand 
dam and so on back. If you don't 
believe it go to any half mile track 
and look over the race card. You 
Will find plenty of horses running ’n 
the cheap claiming races by the 
Most fashionable stallions in the 
and. Look up their pedigrees and 
You will find that in many cases the 
S sire and grand dam’s_ siro 





were stallions of equally high class. 
Look up the racing and producing 
record of the same dams and grand 
dams, however, and you will find, 
in 9 cases out of 10, that they are 
definitely undistinguished. This is 
the short and simple explanation of 
why horses with such _ illustrious 
sires should be found in such lowly 
company. 

Before taking up the question of 
the female line, however, we can 
dispose of the stallions in the pedi- 
gree. The Stallion Register, publish- 
ed by the Blood Horse since 1935 
is the first place to look. It is a 
loose-leaf volume, with one sheet for 
each stallion, brought up to date 
with annual replacements. On the 
front of each sheet is a five-genera- 
tion pedigree and on the back the 
racing and stud record in tabulated 
form for each year, together with 
particulars of the horse’s most suc- 
cessful sons and daughters and of 
the records of his sire and dam. Ai- 
though stallions are included in the 
book only upon payment of a fixed 
fee, as a matter of fact practically 
all the leading horses have appeared 
in it since the publication was start- 
ed. The sheets are issued only for 
horses now standing in this country, 
but a complete set of the work 
should include the sheets for horses 
which are now dead or retired. 

For the older horses we have Joe 
Palmer’s ‘Names in Pedigrees” 
which covers 50 leading stallions 
foaled in this country and abroad 
between 1860 and 1900 and, in addi- 
tion, Roi Herode, foaled in 1904. 
The horses foaled in the early part 
of this century are a bit more diffi- 
cult. We really need another ‘“‘Names 
in Pedigrees” to cover them. There 
is the fourth volume of the Jockey 
Club’s ‘‘History of Racing in Amer- 
ica, covering the period by John 
Hervey. 

When it comes to the _ frailer 
members of the pedigree, we must, 
as in the case of the stallions, con- 
sider both racing and production re- 
cords. Remember, however, that ua 
production record is made up simply 
of the racing records of a mare’s 
descendants. Therefore the books 
which we must use and the methods 
of using them are the same as those 
described in the previous article. 

There are a few short cuts. The 
“Thoroughbred Sires and Dams” 
series gives us a good start as far 
as the production records of the 
mares are concerned. On the othér 
hand it includes only those pro- 
geny which have started. For the 
full list of foals by a given mare it 
is necessary to go to the Stud Book. 
Furthermore only a brief summary 
of the racing records of the start- 
ing offspring is given. For the full 
picture it is necessary to go to the 
Chart Books. There is an English 
counterpart, as far as production re- 
cords are concerned, in Mainwaring 
Sharp’s excessively scarce, but none 
the less invaluable ‘‘Thoroughbred 
Mares Record”, which was suppress- 
ed after Messrs. Weatherby, proprie- 
tors of the General Stud Book, won 
a lawsuit claiming that the informa- 
tion contained in the stud book was 
their private property and could not 
be republished, even in another 
form. It lists mares whose offspring 
were money winners between 1850 
and 1928. 

In looking up pedigrees, particu- 
larly of stallions, it is important to 
determine whether a given animal 
has a tendency to raise or lower the 
class of those with which it is mated. 
Thus for example in determining the 
class of a young stallion which has 
had two or three crops to go to the 
races, a true estimate of his pre- 
sent and future success must rest 
on whether the class of his offspring 
is better or worse than the class of 
the mares which produced them— 
i. e. the mares to which the stallion 
has been mated. This is an aspect 
of pedigree research which is all toc 
often neglected. 

As a final thought oa the impor- 
tance of pedigree, let ws consider 
why it is that England still does 
practically all the world’s export

business in bloodstock. Certainly it 
is not because of the restrictive pro- 
visions of the Jersey Act. It is based 
on something much more fundamen- 
tal. Most of the principal English 
studs have been in existence for long 
periods of time. In consequence they 
have been able to weed out all ex- 
cept the best animals and can offer 
for sale as breeding stock horses 
with what are known as “solid” 
pedigrees, that is pedigrees contain- 
ing nothing but first class animals, 
either in the way of stalliens or 
mares. It has been found that stai- 
lions (and mares) from such famili- 
es, even though they’ themselves 
have only moderate racing records, 
are able to transmit the family abili- 
ty to reproduce speed consistently. 
Horses such as *Sickle, *Pharamond 
II, *Beau Pere and *Alibhai are 
cases in point. 

There are almost no studs in this 
country which are old enough and 
successful enough to produce a sur- 
Plus of horses with such pedigrees. 
Until there are we shall continue to 
buy a considerable portion of our 
most successful broodstock from 
abroad.

Notes From 
Great Britain 





Hunting Parson Disappearing 
From Country Scene In 
England’s Changing Social 
And Economic Orbit 


J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 


One by one Castle, Hall, Manor 
House and rambling rectory are be- 
ing closed down as the residences of 
the great of the earth, and are be- 
ing transformed into schools, clubs, 
guest-houses, hospitals and other 
uses. Peers, squires and country 
parsons can no longer afford to live 
in the pomp and circumstance of 
their predecessors, even if they are 
“pred there’, and could procure the 
staff necessary to run these esta- 
plishments. Many of us can remem- 
per when every parish was ruled 
and governed from the Hall and the 
rectory, and when every parish was 
a microcosm. True, kindly, gener- 
ous, affectionate communism then 
existed, insofar that the community 
life, with all its economic advant- 
ages, was essential and lived, in 
contentment and concord. Then the 
squire and parson looked upon ali 
those who lived under the aegis of 
Hall and rectory, as an _ integral 
part of one big family. The weal of 
the individual, in health and sick- 
ness, from childhood to old age, 
was the concern of those who, auto- 
eratic though they might be, were 
still the guide, philosopher and 
friend to whom the ruralist turned 
in joy, sorrow, or difficulty. The 
squire has been taxed out of exis- 
tence, and even those who are stilt 
hanging on to reduced estates, no 
longer have stables full of horses, 
a retinue of indoor servants, togeth- 
er with stablemen, gamekeepers, 
woodmen and gardeners. One of 
them quite recently described him- 
self as ‘“‘an aristocratic pauper’’, and 
the term may be applied generally. 

It is the same with the rural 
ceric. He was often what was term- 
ed a “squarson’’—i. e. a cross be- 
tween a squire and a parson (or 
composite). He hunted, shot, pos- 
sibly farmed his own glebe, and gen- 
erally led the life of a country gent- 
leman. A rector of Bedale at the 
commencement of last century was 
typical of many. Of him it was writ- 
ten 
Here’s a health to the parson 

despising control, 

Who, to better his parish, his 

health, or his soul, 

(On my honour, I think he does 
each!) | 

Five days in the week rides bang 
up to hounds, 

On the sixth duly goes his parochial 
rounds, 

And on Sunday devoutly can preach. 


There is no doubt that such _ par- 
sons had a common platform on 
which to meet their rural flocks, 
whose life and every difficulty they 
understood and shared in a very 
practical sense. They were robust 
Christians, and, if some of them 
were fond of the bottle, that was 
only in keeping with the age in 
which they lived, and there is no 
doubt that what some lacked in 
academic qualifications they made 
up for in understanding and sym- 
pathy with country life which is not 
always the same with their succes- 
sors. The latter are gradually leav- 
ing the far too big old rectories for 
four or. five-roomed houses which 
are more in keeping with altered 
conditions. It is sad, but the day 
has gone when country clergy ha’ 
private incomes, when they enter- 
tained much, when they drove in 
their carriage with coachman and 
powdered footman, and when they 
were in the swim of the social life 
of their district, and among. the 
best men to hounds in their own 
country. Since the time when men of 
birth inherited family livings, or 
were selected for them because of 
their financial ability, together with 
prowess in the saddle and with gun, 
to maintain the standard of a coun- 
try gentleman, things have changed. 
There are few packs which now have 
& parson out with them. Through- 
out the whole length and breadth 
of the great county of York—once 
famed for its hard-riding clerics—I 

Ow of only two or three Hunts

Baileys Mills Hunt 
Affords Good Sport 
At New Vernon, N. J. 


Bailey’s Mills Beagles of New 
Vernon, New Jersey opened the sea- 
son on October 5 with a record field. 
Hounds moved off from Clifford 
Brown’s on VanBeuren Road at 
2:30, and as the field crossed the 
road and climbed the fence into Red 
Gate Farm, one hundred and eight 
noses were counted. 

Hounds were hunted across Red 
Gate and on into Mr. Dodge’s. When 
they approached the Morris and 
Essex Dog Show grounds, one oi 
the whips viewed a hare which then 
ran back through the forward mem- 
bers of the field and veered off on 
a path through the woods. She fol- 
lowed this path until lost from 
sight around a bend. One could al- 
most assume that this hare, large 
enough to be a venerable one and 
well schooled in the chase, knew 
precisely what she was doing in run- 
ning the path. It was dry and dusty 
and scent was completely lacking. 
As hounds came up they found no 
interest whatsoever in the path, but 
two or three did find some interest 
five yards or so to the side where 
the scent presumably had _ been 
blown by a westerly breeze. 

Again late in the afternoon when 
a hare was viewed running across a 
large open field of Mr. Dodge’s on 
Blue Mills Road hounds’ were 
brought up but showed no interest 
at all in the line until it entered a 
thickly grown cover. At that point 
scent was sufficient to incite music. 
Hounds followed the line but scent- 
ing conditions especially in the open 
were so unbelievably bad that any 
happy conclusion to the run was out 
of the question. After casting hounds 
in the cover adjacent to the show 
grounds, the inevitable results of a 
bad scenting day were philosophical- 
ly accepted and hounds were return- 
ed to kennels after about two hours 
of hunting. 

Franklin Reeve, honorary hunts- 
man, has devoted his entire summer 
to the training of the pack and their 
performance reveals the worth of 
the work he put in. While, as stated, 
scenting conditions denied hounds 
the chance to provide the followers 
with any spectacular runs, they did 
provide a noteworthy exhibition of 
schooled behavior. At one point 
when hounds had been called back 
from running riot on a line which 
the huntsman presumably suspected 
to be that of a deer, and were 
brought back across a field to where 
a whip had viewed, it was as pretty 
a piece of hound discipline that this 
scribe has seen in a considerable 
amount of hare and fox hunting. In 
fact, it was so pretty a sight that 
even a number of our -neophytes 
were moved to vocal praise. 

Subsequent to the closing of last 
season, the Master and hunt com- 
mittee decided to reorganize Baileys 
Mill Beagles and make it a hunt 
club supported by the membership. 
Mrs. Anne Reeve remains Master of 
Beagle Hounds and Edwin Ebel con- 
tinues as Honorary Secretary. The 
Board of Governors of the new club 
comprises: Mrs. Elliott Averett, Mrs. 
John L. Hopkins, Mrs. Paul Moore, 
Mrs. C. Perey Tyner, H. Clifford

pr. Sherman Flint’s sporting pic- 
ture of Cademus and Hero on the 
cover this week is by one of the 
earliest of the British Sporting ar- 
tists, James Seymour, 1702—1752. 
It gives a very graphic illustration 
of the “rocking horse” gallop whick 
js sO typical of the early sporting 
art. Curiously enough, _ although 
seymour has here in this picture 
clearly shown his inability to grasp 
the real attitude of a horse at speed, 
he was one of the first artists to 
adopt the “new gallop” as it was 
called, painting a horse as it actual- 
ly does move. 

Walter Sparrow tells us that Sey- 
mour made his first trial with the 
New Gallop as a distinct departure 
from the rocking horse style in a 
picture of a grey horse known as 
Lamprie. The artist did not featuie 
his attempt, but used it as back- 
ground with some horses at exercise. 
The Sporting Magazine picked up 
one of Stubbs earliest trials with 
this New Gallop and commented as 
follows: “There is something very 
singular in this picture. The horse’s 
legs are all off the ground at that 
moment when raised by the motion 
of muscular strength, a bold attempt 
and as well perfected. This attitude 
has never yet been described but by 
Mr. Stubbs.” 

This statement is not true as Sey- 
mour had made his first tests with 
Lamprie before Stubbs who had beeu 
working with carcasses in an effor* 
to get the legs in a natural galloping 
attitude. Stubbs would haul his ani- 
mals off the floor with a pulley and 
then work the legs into varying posi- 
tions for his anatomical studies. 

The picture on the cover was 
shown in 1891 at the Sports Exhibi- 
tion in London among 5 other pic- 
tures of Seymour’s. This represent- 
ed the final heat over the Beacon 
Course at Newmarket, a 4. mile 
course, in a famous race between 
the grey Hero owned by a Mr 
O’Neil and Lord Scarborough’s bay

may be said to have been convinc- 
ing, for Fervent came from behind 
and outran Cosmic Bomb through 
the stretch, there being no doubt 
of his superiority at the finish.

when called upon, he was unable 
to respond in his usual fashion, it 
being evident that he was a beaten 
horse before they had réached the 
far turn.

While his money-winnings fall 
far short of those of Phalanx, which 
colt declined the issue in the Spec- 
ial, there is reason to believe that 
his performance of last Friday wiii 
gain for the Calumet Farm’s colt 
the honors as the best three-year- 
old colt of the season when the 
polls are taken, as shortly they will 
be. 

He has started 10 times won 6 
races, second in three, third in one 
and never back of that, his earnings 
being $166,600. He is a son of 
*Blenheim II—Hug Again, by Stimu- 
lus, an extremely handsome and at- 
tractive colt and one whose class is 
definitely established. As is well 
known he was bred by Mr. Wright 
at Calumet and is trafned by H. A. 
(‘Jimmy’’) Jones. 
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two records at Laurel on Oct. 29 in 
winning the 34th running of the 
$15,000 added Chevy Chase Steeple- 
chase Handicap as the meeting came 
to an end. 

Lugging 139 pounds over the 2 
1-2-mile course and 16 jumps, Sun 
Bath galloped off with a new course 
mark of 4.54 2-5, bettering the one 
established by Mercator in 1945 
under 145 pounds. Mercator’s time 
was 5.00 1-5. 

His victory afso snapped Tommy 
Field’s perfect mark at five for five 
as the Welsh-born jockey could get 
only 3rd money with Mrs. Stephen 
C. Clark, Jr.’s Trough Hill, winner 
of the Butler ’Chase earlier in the 
meeting and the favorite in today’s 
classic. 

Sun Bath, 2nd to Trough Hill in 
the Butler and also runner-up to 
Genancoke in the Governor Ogle, 
was ridden by his trainer, the astute 
Emmett Roberts, 35-year-old infield 
veteran who learned his trade un- 
der Jack Skinner, conditioner of 
Trough Hill. 

Leading all the way except for 
the brief run to the first hedge, Sun 
Bath had plenty left as he hit the 
finish 15 lengths ahead of Kent Mil- 
ler’s Elkridge, topweight of the 7- 
horse field under 154 pounds. 

Elkridge came up frdm last place 
to be a half-length ahead of Trougn 
Hill. The latter, a tired horse, was 
8 lengths clear of Brookmeade 
Stable’s Greek Flag, which was with 
the pace all the way until he made 
a bad bobble at the 13th obstacle. 

Behind the first four horses, Tho- 
mas T. Mott’s Floating Isle and Mrs. 
Clara E. Adams’ Refugio finished in 
the order named. Harold Talbott's 
Big Wrack lost Jockey Eddie Jen- 
nings at the 14th fence just as he 


was making a strong bid for the 
lead from his 2nd _ position. Big 


Wrack appeared to take the jump 
too soon and Jennings bobbled out 
of the saddle a few strides past the 
jump. The veteran rider was unhurt. 

Following the race, Rigan McKin- 
ney, one of the directors of the 
Maryland State Fair, Inc., the host 
organization, presented a trophy to 
Robert W. Grant, Canadian owner 
of Sun Bath. Roberts, one of Amer- 
ica’s’ leading cross-country jockeys 
a few years ago, who has retired 
and made more comebacks than any- 
one else in the racrng game, also 
was in attendance. 

The 7 horses were away in good 
order and Refugio flashed briefly on 
the front end in the sixteenth of «% 
mile short run to the initial hedge. 
Sun Bath was sent into the lead 
soon after he cleared the brush and 
swept into an advantage that nevei 
diminished.

Isle chased the pace for 
then tired badly. Trough 
Hill was in 3rd place most of the 
way but could not make up = any 
ground. Big Wrack offered the most 
serious threat as he came up from 
5th place after a mile to offer his 
bold bid but it all was to no avaii

Elkridge, which raced head and 
head with Sun Bath in the Butler 
only to fold badly, was ridden far 
differently today by Jimmy McGov- 
ern. He was under strong restraint 
in last place for a turn of the field 
and then made his bid. It was ‘good 
enough to get 2nd money but he 
never threatened Sun Bath.

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ANOTHER ARMISTICE DAY 

With Armistice Day come mem- 
ories for us whose forelocks are be- 
ginning to show the mileage of time. 
Some years back, on another Novy- 
ember Eleven, a circle of horsemeu 
were tossing reminiscences when a 
former RCAF flight commander 
stopped us short with the following 
tale. 

One day, while on duty in France, 
he had received word that a train- 
load of German field artillery was 
being unloaded near Ostend. In 
short order he and his flight were 
on their way. When they arrived 
above the target they could observe 
the artillery horses already tied to 
their picket lines beside the tracks 
and the artillerymen busy rolling 
the field pieces off the flat cars. 

At the sound of the planes the 
Germans dropped everything and 
raced for their machine guns. The 
only cover to be had at this parti- 
cular spot was a broad shallow ditch 
that ran parallel to the tracks and 
into this the men rushed to make 
the most of its defensive possibili- 
ties. 

The planes wasted no time in as- 
Suming a tandem formation and 
sweeped down, roaring lengthwise 
above the ditch with their guns 
spraying bullets into the gray-uni- 
formed men. When the flight had 
made one run it would bank sharp- 
ly and repeat the maneuver from 
the opposite end. Back and forth the 
planes sped until, as the narrator 
said, ‘“‘There wasn’t much moving 
in that ditch.” 

With the mission accomplished 
the leader gave the signal to g@inio 
a defensive formation for the trip 
home. As they were reforming he 
saw the last plane to leave the scene 
of action fire into the picket lines 
as it flew past. 

The minute his plane came tv 
rest on the home flight strip a red- 
faced commander hurled himseif 
from the cockpit and raced back to 
where the pilot of the last plane was 
just removing his goggles. The gist 
of the tirade that followed, cleaned 
up for publication, was a sizzling 
query as to what the lieutenant had 
meant by firing into those picket 
lines. 

Even as our friend told us the 
story, ten years later, he seemed to 
be feeling again the wrath of that 
moment. Then he shrugged and 
favored the circle with a sheepish 
grin.

A 4-year-old filly, with 
no training at all except fox hunt- 
ing this fall, Mr. Edwin Bennett 
agreed to ride her in The Redding 
Furnace Farms Challenge Cup but 
was not at all sure she would finish, 
thinking she would blow up in the 
last mile. Not only did she finish, 
but she was not last. She took ali 
jumps clean and calmly and made 
the stretch drive with a big head. 
She was in 3rd position when War- 
bern fell in front of her, necessitat- 
ing her jumping over him, at which 
time Warbern kicked her so heavily 
on her side that it shook her all 
over, grazed Mr. Bennett’s leg and 
inficted a slight injury. Mr. Bennett 
expected her to quit then and there 
but she kept on as before, although 
making no further effort to go to 
the front. Mr. Bennett, who has rid- 
den in steeplechases and hunt meet- 
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ings in England, was enthusiastic 
about her performance and stated 
that in his opinion she had the mak- 
ings of a great timber horse. This 
was the Hersheys first venture in 
racing and they are sold on the idea 
so the filly is not for sale. 
NO LET UP 

New York and New Englanders 
have been praying to thefr Rain God 
for rain. Hunting throughout that 
area has been curtailed until their 
prayers were answered this week. 
Scenting has been so bad recently 
that some hunts have gone out in the 
hope that they might be able to run 
deer and others have given up en- 
tirely and not gone out at all. Then 
they had no choice. Woods were so 
dry and fires so prevelant, that no 
one on foot or on horse back was al- 
lowed to go through and could be 
arrested, subject to a $600 fine. 
FOXHUNTING AT DEEI’ RUN 

This year Dr. Asa Shield of Deep 
Run Hunt is hunting Goochland 
County for fox. This is a new step 
in this old Virginia hunt that was 
first established in 1887 and has 
been running a drag for a number 
of years. The hunt under the Presi- 
dency of Walter Craigie of Rich- 
mond and now of Henry Holland, 
has prospered greatly. Much enthu- 
siasm is constantly being engender- 
ed by such sporting events as the 
first annual trials held last Spring 
at Full Stream Farm on _ Shallow 
Mill Road where every owner raust 
ride his own horse and entry is by 
invitation only.

The first running in 1839, is 
noteworthy because that is the 
time Captain Becher took his 
famous swim in _ the brook 
which has ever since been 
known as Becher’s. It is said 
that he feared water (except in 
a glass), but he took to it like 
a duck taat day, at least till the 
thundering hooves had Passed 
over his head. Today’s race 
goers will smile at one of the 
conditions of that race. It says, 
‘no rider to open a gate or ride 
through a gateway or more than 
100 yards along any road or 
footpath.’’ Lottery won that 
race in the slow time of 14 min, 
53 sec., but it must be remem: 
bered that in those days the 
course was mostly deep plough 
with very few grass fields, To 
day, the time averages around 
9 min, 40 sec. Kellsboro Jack, 
owned by Mrs. F. A. Clark got 
around in Y min. 28 sec, in 
1933. No horse has won the 
race 3 times, but 7 have won 
twice. Of the seven double win- 
ners, 4 were Irish-bred. Abd- 
El-Kader, The Lamb, Manifesto 
and Reynoldstown. 

There is an amusing story 
told about the 1894 race. It 
appears that the Sunday before 
the event, word got around a 
small town that the parson had 
a hot tip. That day the church 
(normal attendance 12) was 
packed to the doors. The par- 
son delighted by the presence 
of this unusual throng preached 
an eloquent sermon on “giving”, 
and wound up with the words, 
“why not my brethren, why 
not?’? Well, Why Not won the 
race, and for many years there- 
after the grateful parishoners 
filled the church—but only on 
the Sunday before the Grand 
National.
